Thus the wire brake device 114 does not allow the wire guide 48 to be axially moved to a 
selected point along a longitudinal axis; rather, it only allows the wire guide 48 to be axially 
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moved in accordance with a preselected brafre W, Accordingly, amended claim 1 
clearly patentable over the Sautter '900 patent.

Objected to claim 2 has been rewritten into independent form, and is therefore 
patentable. 



Objected to claim 3 has likewise been rewritten into independent form, and is 
therefore also patentable. 

The balance of the claims 4, 5 and 6 are each patentable at least by reason of their 
dependency upon allowable claim 3. 

Finally, new claims 7 and 8 are patentable not only by reason of its dependency upon 
claim 1, but for its recitation that the quill moving assembly includes a linear way slide table 
and a ball screw, respectively. 

Now that all the claims are believed to be allowable, the prompt issuance of a Notice 
of Allowance and Issue Fee Due is hereby earnestly solicited.
